BOROUGH TODAY

Clocked At 90 


The borough council's mosquito 


committee today said that Vogel- 
Ritt, Inc., Hagerstown, employed to 
spray Gettysburg with an oil and 
DDT solution, were expected to be- 
gin their work this afternoon or to- 
night. 


There was no certainty, however, 


that the spraying could be started 
today. The contract between the 
borough and the company remained 
to be signed first before employes of 
the latter could begin then: work, 
the committee said. 


If the spraying is not started to- 


day or tonight, it is probable that it 
will begin Wednesday, weather per- 
mitting, the committee announced. 


Following a conference with L. E. 


Bellman, Hagerstown, representative 
of the Vogel-Ritt company, these 
warnings were issued: 


Keep all bee hives covered during 


the period that the spray is being 
applied. 


Keep fish ponds covered. 


Protect Birds And Fish 


Keep canaries and similar birds 


inside, and keep windows closed so 
that the spray will not harm the 
birds. Gold fish and canaries are 
particularly susceptible to DDT, the 
warning said. 


Keep lily ponds covered or make 


sure that there is a continuous flow 
of fresh water. 


Other than these exceptions, the 


DDT spray will not be harmful to 
anything, the committee said Sell- 
man told them. 


Because of the extremely high 


pressure at which the spray is em- 
ited from the nozzle jit^ the rear 
of the truck, the DDT and oil solu- 
tion is broken into a very fine fog 
which will not spot, it was further 
said. 


Householders may leave their win- 


dows open, if they desire, and no 
damage will result. The fog, unless

COUNTY SCHOOL 
BOARD ACCEPTS 
JOINTURE PLAN 


The Adams County Board Mon- 


day night completed its plan for 
enlarging administration and at- 
tendance areas in the county school 
system. 


The plan, as outlined, approves 


the division already set up by the 
establishment of joint systems dur- 
ing the past two years. 


At the same time the board ex- 


pressed the fear that parts of the 
plan will not be approved by the 
state council of education. But the 
board decided to send it to Harris- 
burg and await developments. 


State officials are holding out for 


units with at least 900 students as 
administrative areas, the board 
was told, and only five of the seven 
joint units in the county come 
close to that figure. 


Two Exceed Quote 


The Upper Adams jointure, with 


1171 students and the Gettysburg 
joint school sytem with 1705 should 
more than satisfy the state, the 
county board felt. Three other 
jointures: Conewago (East Berlin 
with 758 pupils; Lower Adams <New 
Oxford) with 720 and the Littles- 
town joint system with 749. come 
close enough to the desired 800 to 
meet with state approval, the board 
hoped. It feared the state will dis- 
approve of the North Adams (York 
Springs) with 465 students and the

Pennsylvania, on July 9, 1946, dis- 
missed the "complaint" against the 
Gettysburg Water Company's rates, 
according to information received 
today from J. A. Walter, secretary 
of the PDC. 


According to the files of The Get- 


tysburg Times the PUC instituted 
on its own motion" an investiga- 
tion of the water rates in Gettys- 
burg. The investigation was ordered, 
according to the PUC, on January 25, 
1943. The Associated Press carried 
a 'despatch on'February 11 of the 
same year announctogr the investi- 
gation. 


Later the PUC informed a former 


Gettysburg official that the in- 
vestigation had been deferred be- 
ca.uss of the war and the shortage 
of manpower. 


Proceedings Terminated 


On Monday The Times queried the 


PUC to ascertain what, if anything 
had been done about the investiga- 
tion^ The Times was informed that 
the proceedings had been terminat- 
ed. 


This morning PUC Secretary Wal- 


ter gave The Times the report of 
the findings of the investigators as 
follows: 


"On January 25, 1943, we in- 


stituted this proceeding to de- 
termine the reasonableness, fair- 
ness and justness of the rates 
and charges of the Gettysburg: 
Water company, respondent. 


"We have reviewed the infor- 


mation now available, including- 
operating data for recent years 
and we find that the public in- 
terest does not require further 
prosecution of this case. There- 
fore it is ordered that the in- 
stant proceedings be and is here- 
by terminated."

man of the Pennsylvania Democratic committee. Colonel 
Mathews had urged Mr. Truman to sign the resolution when 
he met the President's special train at Harrisburg last week, 
en route from the western trip. 


White House Phones Mathews 


In addition Colonel Mathews had contacted Charles Ross, 


Truman's press secretary, by telephone several times during 
recent days to receive assurance that the resolution would 
not be overlooked. 


Immediately after Truman had signed the resolution Mr. 


Ross telephoned Colonel Mathews to convey the news. The 
latter then telephoned The Times and said he was "happy 
to report the Lincoln stamp resolution has been signed by 
President Truman." 


ILS. Senator Francis J. Myers, of Philadelphia, introduced 


the measure in Congress last November. He steered the 
measure through the Senate Committee on Post Office and 
Civil Service for a favorable report and recommendation for 
passage. The resolution then was sent to the House and re- 
ferred to a similar committee which also reported favorably. 
Shortly before adjournment last Sunday the House passed 
the measure and sent it to the White House for the Presi- 
dent's signature.

New Issues Will Go On Sale 
First In G ettysburg Office 
November 19; Special Design 


President Harry S. Truman, shortly before ten o’clock this 
morning, signed (he Senate Joint Resolution authorizing the 
issuance by the U.S. Pout Office department of a special series 
of stamps to commemorate the 85th anniversary of Lincoln’s 
Gettysburg Address. 
The new stam ps will go on sale in the Gettysburg post office 
next November 19, the anniversary date of the martyred 
President’s immortal address. 
The lim e s was advised by telephone that the President 
had signed the measure from Colonel Philip Mathews, chair­ 
man of the Pennsylvania Democratic committee. Colonel 
Mathews had urged Mr. Truman to sign the resolution when 
he met the 4*resident’s special train at Harrisburg last week, 
en route from the western trip. 
White House Phones Mathews 
In addition Colonel Mathews had contacted Charles Ross, 
Truman’s press secretary, by telephone several times during 
recent days to receive assurance that the resolution would 
not be overlooked. 
Immediately after Truman had signed the resolution Mr. 
Ross telephoned Colonel Mathews to convey the news. The 
latter then telephoned The Times and said he was “happy 
to report the Lincoln stamp resolution has been signed by 
President Truman.’* 
UJS. Senator Francis J. Myers, of Philadelphia, introduced 
the measure in Congress last November. He steered the 
measure through the Senate Committee on Post Office and 
Civil Service for a favorable report and recommendation for 
passage. The resolution then was sent to the House and re­ 
ferred to a similar committee which also reported favorably. 
Shortly before adjournment last Sunday the House passed 
the measure and sent it to the White House for the Presi­ 
dent’s signature.

"It is a close question," the Presi- 


dent's bitterly - worded statement 
said, "whether this bill Is better or 
worse than no bill at all." 


The new law limits immigration 


over the next two years to those 
DPs who fled to Germany, Austria 
and Italy between September 1,1939, 
and December 22, 1945. "By this 
device," said Mr. Truman, "more 
than 90 per cent of the remaining 
Jewish displaced psrsons are defi- 
nitely excluded."

The bureau said Pennsylvania in-

"the outlook for industry in Penn- 
sylvania appears to be excellent for 
the next few months."

an explanation of what Is happening 
in Berlin where the Russians have 
shut off food supplies for 2,000,000

Since the 
war the four great 


powers — United States, Britain, 
Russia and Prance — have had troops 
In Germany, and they run the 
country. 


Each of the four has its own zone 


and each of the four has troops in 
Berlin. 


The Russians run one part of the 


city and the others the rest. 


These four wartime allies have 


been unable to reach an agreement 
on setting up a single government In 
Germany. 


All the countries between Ger- 


many and Russia now are Com- 
munist controlled. 


And a Communized Germany 


would be the grand prize for the 
men in Moscow since Germany is 
the heart of Europe. 


Key To Prosperity 


The future of Europe is bound up 


with the future of Germany. A pros- 
perous Germany is necessary for any 
generally prosperous Europe. 


But, as noted, the problem for the 


four allies has been how to set up 
some single government for Ger- 
many upon which all four would 
agree. 


The Marshall Plan, created by this 


country, and 16 western European 
nations, figures on helping those 
sections of Germany which the 
Russians don't occupy. 


The Russians and their Com- 


munist-controlled neighbors not only 
want no part of the Marshall Plan 
but openly want to wreck it.

EXPECT MARTIN 
TO RETAIN HIS 
SENATE POST 
Washington, June 29 (/P) — It's 


a good bet that Senator Edward 
Martin of Pennsylvania will remain 
in the Senate even if Governor 
Dewey is elected president, political 
observers said today. 


Martin told a caucus of Pennsyl- 


vania delegates at the Republican 
convention that he planned to com- 
plete his Senate term, which expires 
in 1953. He said then that no deal 
was involved in his withdrawing 
himself as a presidential candidate 
and coming out for Dewey. 


Members of Congress and others 


close to the Senator said today they 
believe Martin meant what he said. 
But they also forwarded another 
reason why they belive Martin 
would not accept a cabinet post. 
It's this: 


Opening For Duff 


If Martin resigned to enter the 


cabinet, Gov. James H. Duff of 
Pennsylvania, who split with Martin 
over the Dewey nomination, would 
be able to appoint Martin's suc- 
cessor. 


Martin was represented as being 


disappointed over Duff's anti-Dewey 
activities at the convention but as 
harboring no animosity. But, say 
these observers, many of those who 
supported Martin feel much more 
strongly about the Pennsylvania 
governor. Under no circumstances 
would they want Duff put in the 
position of being able to name a 
Senator. 


This much pppeared to be certain: 
If Dewey becomes president the 


White House will be open to Edward 
Martin. Dewey and his close asso- 
ciates were described as being very 
grateful to Martin for starting the 
convention march that ended in 
Dewey's unanimous nomination. 


Duff Opposed Caucus 


These same observers — Borne 


from Pennsylvania, some from other 
states — also had this to say: 


1. Martin first considered with- 


drawing as a candidate ad coming 
out for Dewey on the Sunday night 
that the Pennsylvanians held their 
first caucus. Then Martin tried, but 
without success, to have Duff call 
a caucus for Monday night or Tues- 
day morning. 


On Tuesday morning, after an at- 


tempted peace conference of the 
disagreeing factions got nowhere, 
Martin decided to act. He telephoned 
a majority of the delegates who 
were supporting him, got in touch 
with Dewey around noon, and made 
his announcement two and a half 
hours later. 


2. The Martin forces would have 


run up 49 votes for Dewey on the 
third ballot even if Taft and the 
•other candidates -hatl^remajned in 
the race. This would have been 
eight more Dewey votes than were 
cast on the first ballot and nine more 
than were cast in the second. 


Had To Support Taft 


3. Governor Duff, as a result of his 


efforts to try to stop Dewey, was 
forced to vote for a candidate he 
didn't want — Taft. 


These observers believe Duff de- 


cided upon Taft at a strategy meet- 
ing attend by Taft, Stassen and 
others on the afternoon before the 
voting session started. They say Duff 
hoped to build up Taft, create a 
deadlock, and then switch to some- 


like Senator Vandenberg of 


Michigan. But Dewey's steamroller 
flattened Duff's plan. 


Said one observer who asked not 


to be identified:

"As a result, there was Governor 


Duff, who describes himself as a. 
liberal and an internationalist, vot- 
ing for Taft, whom many persons 
looked upon as an isolationist and 
the most conservative candidate in 
the field."
